January^  1953,  and  have  had,  therefore,  no  proper  oppor- 
tunity of  appraising  the  health  of  the  Districts  during  the 
period  under  review. 

In  its  health  and  welfare  aspects  the  year  apparently 
has  been  a satisfactory  one.  I would  remark  that  for  the 
fifth  successive  year  no  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  notified 
in  any  of  the  Districts.  To  continue  this  success,  which  is 
a matter  of  gratification  to  all  concerned,  maintenance  of  an 
adequate  level  of  immunisation  is  vital.  All  babies  should 
be  immunised  before  the  end  of  their  first  year  of  life  unless 
there  is  some  reason  to  the  contrary. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the 
Councils  for  the  unfailing  care  and  attention  given  to  the 
numerous  problems  affecting  the  health  and  welfare  of  their 
Districts.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
for  their  loyal  and  efficient  service,  and  to  the  Clerks  and 
other  officials  for  their  help  and  ready  co-operation.

PROTECTION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA 

Following  are  the  total  number  of  children  who  com- 
pleted the  two  injections  for  protection  against  diphtheria 
during  1952  : —

Also  during  the  year  96  children  under  15  years  received 
a maintenance  or  reinforcing  dose.  There  were  no  cases  of 
diphtheria  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47.  Removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

Action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  section  in 
respect  of  an  elderly  woman  (83  years)  who,  in  addition  to 
being  aged,  was  infirm  and  living  in  insanitary  conditions, 
and  was  unable  to  devote  to  herself,  and  was  not  receiving 
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from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention.  The  Gourt 
gave  an  order  for  3 months,  subsequently  renewed,  to 
Watermoor  Hospital — Part  3 accommodation. 

SANITARY  CIRCUNSTANCES 
Water  Supplies 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Councihs  Baunton  Water 
Works  has  continued  throughout  the  year  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory  in  quality,  and  apart  from  a short  period  during 
the  dry  summer,  in  quantity  also. 

All  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
have  indicated  that  the  water  continues  to  be  of  exceptionally 
high  purity. 

During  the  year  the  quantity  supplied  in  the  CouncilT 
area  of  supply  was  163,172,000  gallons,  and  47,207,000 
gallons  were  supplied  under  bulk  agreements. 

A sample  of  water  was  taken  from  a shallow  well  in 
the  Town  serving  three  properties,  was  submitted  for 
analysis,  and  the  report  showed  that  the  water  was  totally 
unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  owner  was  called  upon 
to  provide  a proper  supply  to  each  of  these  properties  from 
the  Town’s  main,  together  with  sanitary  sinks  and  proper 
drainage.  This  work  was  completed  satisfactorily. 

Swimming  Baths 

The  swimming  season  at  the  open-air  baths  was  from 
May  to  September  and  proved  to  be  very  popular.  The 
water  maintained  throughout  the  season  was  at  a high 
standard  of  purity. 

Attendances,  particularly  of  children,  were  again  well 
maintained. 

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

During  the  year  the  sewerage  scheme  was  again  ex- 
tended by  a new  sewer  laid  from  Watermoor  to  the  southern 
edge  of  Stratton,  and  the  temporary  connection  to  the 
existing  system  from  the  Beeches  Housing  Estate  dis- 
continued by  connecting  into  this  new  sewer. 
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The  functioning  of  the  new  portions  of  the  disposal 
works  continued  to  work  efficiently. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  of  house  refuse  continued  on  a weekly  basis 
with  a second  collection  for  kitchen  waste.  Disposal  continues 
by  controlled  tipping,  some  2,914  tons  having  been  disposed 
of. 

Salvage 

The  total  weight  of  salvaged  materials  sold  during  the 
year  amounted  to  398  tons  6 cwts.,  made  up  as  follows  : —

Kitchen  Waste  185  tons  13  cwts. 

The  value  of  such  materials  was  £2,985. 

There  is  still  a very  good  demand  for  sterilised  kitchen 
waste. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

Some  12  inspections  were  made  of  the  rivers  and 
streams  in  the  district  during  the  course  of  the  year.  One 
small  stream  adjoining  an  allotment  was  found  to  be  silted 
up  and  overgrown  with  weeds,  and  this  was  cleaned  out  by 
the  Council’s  workmen. 

x\nother  larger  stream  was  also  observed  to  be  badly 
silted  up  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  creating  a nuisance 
under  the  Public  Health  Act.  The  owners  of  the  land  ad- 
joining the  stream  were  notified.  The  Health  Committee 
inspected  the  stream  and  the  Council  started  negotiations 
with  the  owners  with  a view  to  abating  the  nuisance. 

Shops 

221  visits  were  paid  to  shops  in  the  town  during  the 
year,  and  in  this  number  is  included  food  shops.  Cleansing 
of  premises  was  called  for  in  several  instances.  Provision 
of  hot  water  for  washing  facilities  was  provided  in  three 
cases  and  proper  sanitary  accommodation  was  provided  at 
a butcher’s  shop.  Generally  speaking,  all  shops  in  the  town 
were  kept  in  a clean  and  tidy  order. 
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Food  Preparing  Premises 

122  inspections  were  made  of  food  preparing  premises 
in  the  town,  which  included  the  two  bacon  factories,  cafes 
and  restaurants.  As  in  previous  years,  particular  attention 
has  been  paid  to  the  two  bacon  factories,  where  a consider- 
able amount  of  cooked  meat  and  sausages,  etc.,  are  prepared. 
These  have  been  kept  in  good  order.  In  general,  owners 
have  been  most  willing  to  carry  out  work  when  called  upon 
to  comply  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Decorative  work  has  been  called  for  at  4 premises,  and 
the  installation  of  hot  water  for  washing  facilities  has  been 
required  at  three. 

The  kitchen  of  one  small  cafe  was  found  to  be  par- 
ticularly dirty,  and  a considerable  amount  of  trouble  was 
experienced  before  the  occupier  cleansed  same.  This  is  still 
under  observation. 

A mobile  fish  van  was  inspected  and  found  to  be  un- 
satisfactory from  a cleanliness  point  of  view.  The  authority 
where  the  van  was  normally  stationed  were  notified,  and 
the  necessary  action  taken. 

A stall-holder  in  the  market  selling  wet  fish  was  called 
upon  to  provide  a properly  constructed  stall,  which  would 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
and  this  was  done. 

No  new  applications  for  registration  have  been  made 
during  the  year  under  the  Act. 

Food  Handling— -Bye-laws 

Inspections  were  made  under  the  above  Act,  both  at 
shops  in  the  town,  and  the  market  stalls,  and  no  contraven- 
tions were  observed  during  the  year. 

ke  Cream  Premises 

54  visits  were  paid  to  ice  cream  premises  in  the  district, 
and  with  one  exception,  all  ice  cream  sold  in  the  district 
was  pre-packed  and  manufactured  outside  the  town.  At  the 
remaining  establishment,  the  manufacturing  process  was 
carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
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Twelve  ice  cream  samples  were  taken  during  the  year 
and  only  2 were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  both  cases, 
the  samples  were  pre-packed,  and  the  manufacturers  and 
retailers  were  contacted  with  a view  to  bringing  the  ice  cream 
up  to  the  standard  required. 

Two  premises  selling  ice  cream  were  not  registered, 
and  1 new  application  was  received  during  the  year.  The 
applicant’s  premises  were  found  to  be  not  satisfactory,  and 
certain  work  was  required  to  be  carried  out  in  order  to 
comply  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  The  applicant  decided 
to  abandon  the  scheme  until  1953. 

There  are  27  registered  premises  in  the  town^  and  one 
shop  selling  ice  cream  has  ceased  to  do  so. 

Four  inspections  have  been  made  of  mobile  ice  cream 
vans  in  the  district,  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Mflk  and  Dairies 

Sixty- four  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  registered 
bottling  and  distributing  dairy  premises  in  the  district.  All 
have  been  kept  in  good  order,  and  no  serious  contraventions 
were  observed  during  the  year.  The  standard  of  cleanliness 
at  all  premises  was  very  good. 

Under  the  Special  Designations  Order,  7 Dealers’ 
Licences  were  issued  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  and  2 
Dealers’  Licences  for  Pasteurized  milk.  In  addition,  one 
Supplementary  Licence  was  issued  to  a firm  out  of  the 
district  to  enable  them  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  in  the 
area,  and  2 Supplementary  Licences  for  Pasteurized  milk 
were  issued. 

A total  of  29  milk  samples  was  taken,  and  5 of  these 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  the  case  of  all  unsatis- 
factory samples,  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  milk 
supplied  was  brought  up  to  the  required  standard.  Samples 
of  3 clean  milk  bottles  were  taken  and  sent  to  the  Pathologist 
for  a sterility  test.  All  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Srrsoke  Abatement 

Observations  have  been  made  of  the  emissions  of  smoke 
from  the  chimney  stacks  of  the  Bacon  Factories  and  flour 
mill,  and  no  nuisances  have  been  observed. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

Ten  inspections  have  been  made  of  moveable  dwellings 
and  sites  in  the  district.  One  caravan  was  observed  in  a 
courtyard  adjoining  a large  house  in  the  town,  and  on 
inspection  was  found  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Public  Health  Act.  A Ticence  was  ultimately  issued 
for  this,  for  the  land,  and  the  dwelling  to  be  stationed  there. 

One  caravan  was  removed  from  a building  site  during 
the  year,  the  owner  having  completed  the  building  of  a 
dwelling  house. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act 

Up  to  31st  January  a full-time  Inspector  and  Operator 
was  employed  by  the  Council,  but  an  agreement  was  reached 
with  the  adjoining  authority,  the  Cirencester  Rural  District 
Council,  wherein  the  Inspector-Operator  was  shared,  and 
therefore,  working  alternative  weeks  for  the  Urban  District 
Council. 

603  private  dwellings  and  145  business  premises  have 
been  inspected  during  the  year.  89  private  dwellings  were 
treated  for  infestation  and  47  business  premises,  and  con- 
tracts were  entered  into  with  the  College  and  a flour  mill. 
The  Local  Authority  properties  have  been  inspected  and 
treated  during  the  year,  which  include  the  Depot,  Sewage 
Works,  Refuse  Tips  and  the  sewers  in  the  town. 

Although  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  number  of 
rats  killed  over  this  period,  the  bulk  of  poisoned  rats  tended 
to  die  in  their  burrows,  but  the  treatment,  generally  speak- 
ing, has  proved  that  the  methods  used  were  successful. 

Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act 

Sixty  nuisances  were  observed  during  the  year,  and  55 
of  these  were  abated,  and  it  was  only  necessary  to  serve  2 
Statutory  Notices  during  this  period. 
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In  addition  to  the  nuisances,  2 chimney  stacks  on 
business  premises  were  observed  to  be  in  a dangerous  con- 
dition^ and  the  owners  having  been  called  upon  repaired 
same  and  made  them  safe. 

Housing  Acts 

2,275  inspections  have  been  made  of  premises  over  the 
period,  and  this  includes  inspections  of  properties  under 
the  Councibs  points  scheme  in  respect  of  applications  for 
Council  houses,  and  inspections  under  the  Small  Dwellings 
Acquisition  Acts. 

As  in  previous  years,  all  housing  defects  found  were 
dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 
No  applications  were  received  for  financial  assistance  under 
the  Housing  Acts. 

Housing  Progress 

Sixty-six  traditional  Easiform  houses  built  by  Messrs. 
John  Laing  & Son  were  completed  during  the  year,  also  4 
brick-built  corner  houses  and  one  block  of  18  two-storey 
flats,  making  a total  of  88  houses  built  during  1952.  Two 
blocks  of  12  flats  were  in  progress  on  different  sites. 

Twelve  private  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  and 
5 were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

103  families  were  re-housed  during  the  year,  bringing 
the  total  number  of  families  re-housed  since  1946  to  690. 

Factories 

108  factory  premises  are  on  the  register  this  year. 

276  inspections  have  been  made  of  these  premises  and 
two  occupiers  have  been  called  upon  to  cleanse  work-rooms, 
7 occupiers  have  been  called  upon  to  deal  with  insufficient 
or  unsuitable  sanitary  accommodation,  and  work  was  still 
outstanding  at  six  factories  which  was  required  under 
Section  34  of  the  Act,  under  the  heading  of  Means  of 
Escape  in  case  of  Fire. 
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The  bakehouses  have  been  visited  several  times  during 
the  year  and,  generally  speaking,  the  occupiers  have 
responded  satisfactorily  to  the  cleansing  of  same  and  all 
have  been  kept  in  good  order. 

Five  out-workers  premises  have  been  visited  where 
wearing  apparel  is  repaired  and  altered. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

One  Common  Lodging  House  was  registered  during  the 
year.  A number  of  visits  were  paid  to  these  premises 
during  this  period  and  on  two  occasions  the  occupier  was 
called  upon  to  carry  out  certain  cleansing  to  the  rooms,  which 
was  done.  The  keeper  of  the  Lodging  House  had  been  ill 
for  some  time,  and  this  accounted  for  the  contraventions. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act 

Three  new  licences  were  issued  during  the  year,  and  24 
licences  were  renewed.  No  contraventions  were  observed 
during  the  year  and,  generally  speaking,  slaughtering  in  the 
town  was  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner,  in  accordance 
with  the  Act. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

Two  licences  were  issued  to  the  two  Bacon  Factories 
in  the  town,  and  a further  2 to  the  two  Government  Con- 
trolled Slaughterhouses. 

Although  certain  improvements  to  the  Government 
Controlled  Slaughterhouses  were  carried  out  the  previous 
year,  in  the  case  of  the  one  which  was  used  mainly  for  cattle 
in  Black  Jack  Street,  it  could  not  be  said  that  conditions 
were  satisfactory.  This  is  mainly  due  to  lack  of  proper 
accommodation  for  the  storage  of  hides,  skins,  tripes  and 
offal,  etc.  The  Council  are  still  pressing  the  Ministry  of 
Food  for  permission  to  erect  a Public  Abattoir  in  the  town. 

1,289  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  reg- 
istered slaughterhouses,  when  routine  inspection  of  carcases 
and  offal  has  been  carried  out.

It  would  appear,  as  in  the  previous  year,  that  the 
number  of  pigs  killed  at  the  Bacon  Factories  is  still  in- 
creasing, and  this  year  the  number  has  increased  by  some 
22,000  over  the  previous  year,  and  the  inspections  of  pigs 
have  also  increased  by  some  6,000. 

Unsound  Meat 

As  a result  of  inspections  made  of  the  Government 
Slaughterhouses  and  Bacon  Factories,  a total  of  51  tons 
cwts.  0 qrs.  24  lbs.  of  meat  has  been  condemned  during 
the  year.  This  is  an  increase  of  5 tons  14  cwts.  over  the 
previous  year’s  figures.  Part  of  this  increase  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  59  more  pigs  have  been  condemned  than  in  the 
previous  year,  although  there  has  been  a decrease  in  the 
number  of  sheep  condemned  than  in  the  1951  figures. 
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Other  Food 

The  food  shops  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  foodstuffs,  and  over  the  year,  the 
following  has  been  found  unfit  for  human  consumption  and 
has  been  surrendered  as  unfit : —

Action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  section  in 
respect  of  an  elderly  lady  (84  years)  in  Ampney  Crucis, 
who,  in  addition  to  being  infirm,  was  not  receiving  from 
other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention.  The  Court  gave 
the  order  for  3 months,  subsequently  renewed,  to  Water- 
moor  Hospital,  Part  3 accommodation. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supplies 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a public  piped  water 
supply  for  the  parishes  of  Somerford  Keynes  and  Poole 
Keynes  was  commenced  during  the  year.  Ministry  approval 
has  not  yet  been  given  to  the  proposed  extension  of  this 
scheme  to  serve  the  hamlet  of  Ewen  in  the  parish  of  Kemble. 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  scheme  to  serve  the 
eastern  parishes,  a survey  of  Ampney  Crucis,  Ampney  St. 
Peter,  and  Ampney  St.  Mary  was  carried  out  to  ascertain 
existing  sources  of  supply  to  domestic  properties. 

Negotiations  regarding  the  details  of  the  proposed 
scheme  for  supplying  water  to  the  Churn  Valley  Area  con- 
tinued during  the  period  of  the  report. 

The  Council’s  five  water  undertakings  at  Lechlade, 
Poulton,  Coates,  Marsden  and  Down  Ampney  were  satis- 
factorily maintained  during  the  year;  the  average  monthly 
consumption  over  the  year  being  461,500  gallons,  482,500 
gallons,  412,000  gallons,  347,000  gallons  and  412,000  gallons 
respectively. 

Water  Samples 

Twelve  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  public  sup- 
plies at  Lechlade,  Poulton,  Coates  and  Marsden  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.  All  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Water  samples  from  Estate  Supplies  serving  the  parishes 
of  Ampney  Crucis,  Ampney  St.  Mary,  Ampney  St.  Peter, 
and  North  Cerney  were  submitted  for  analysis,  and  in  each 
case  were  found  to  be  not  entirely  satisfactory  on  distribu- 
tion. As  a result,  reservoirs  and  storage  tanks  serving  these 
supplies  were  satisfactorily  cleansed.  The  source  of  the 
Hatherop  Estate  supply  was  sampled  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

During  the  year,  ten  samples  were  taken  from  supplies 
serving  private  properties,  two  of  which  proved  to  be 
satisfactory.  As  a result,  five  houses  have  been  connected  to 
the  Council’s  main,  one  to  an  Estate  Supply,  and  a further 
four  are  to  be  provided  with  a satisfactory  alternative  supply. 
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A bacteriological  sample  was  taken  in  connection  witb 
a case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever,  but  no  evidence  of  infection 
was  discovered.  The  water  was,  however,  declared  to  be 
unfit,  and  as  the  property  is  on  the  line  of  a public  main 
now  under  construction,  a main  supply  will  be  available  at 
an  early  date.

To  summarise,  thirty-six  permanent  houses  have  been 
completed  with  seventy  more  in  course  of  construction. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

Twelve  new  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269,  for  the  use  of 
land  as  a site  for  moveable  dwellings.  In  addition,  fifteen 
existing  licences  were  renewed. 

Routine  supervision  has  been  exercised  with  particular 
attention  to  sanitary  conditions,  and  all  the  sites  have  been 
maintained  free  of  nuisance. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

Progress  continued  during  the  year  on  the  sewerage 
scheme  to  serve  the  Parish  of  Lechlade,  now  approaching 
completion. 

Schemes  for  the  installation  of  sewage  disposal  facilities 
for  the  parishes  of  Fairford  and  South  Cerney  are  still 
awaiting  final  approval  from  the  Ministry. 

A sedimentation  and  irrigation  system  has  been  installed 
to  dispose  of  sewage  formerly  causing  pollution  in  a length 
of  the  disused  Canal  Feeder  at  Kempsford. 
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Cleansing  of  the  sewage  outfalls  at  Cechlade,  Barnsley, 
North  Cerney,  Poulton  and  Kemps  ford,  was  carried  out  by 
contract,  a mechanical  emptier  being  used. 

Routine  measures  have  been  taken  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  in  the  Fair  ford  Sewers. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  collection  was  carried  out  throughout  the  district 
by  contract. 

During  the  year  the  use  of  the  controlled  tip  at  Fairford 
was  discontinued  and  tipping  has  commenced  in  a stone 
quarry  at  Sunhill.  In  conjunction  with  the  quarry  con- 
tractors it  is  hoped  to  reclaim  a large  proportion  of  the  land 
from  which  stone  is  being  taken,  as  quarrying  proceeds. 

The  controlled  tip  at  South  Cerney  has  been  maintained 
free  of  nuisance,  and  frequent  disinfestation  has  been 
undertaken  to  keep  all  tips  free  from  rats  and  other  pests. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 

Duties  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year,  and  to  this 
end  a part-time  Rodent  Operator  has  been  engaged. 

188  farms  have  been  inspected,  103  dwelling  houses  and 
35  business  premises.  In  addition  to  Council  property, 
treatments  have  been  carried  out  at  20  dwelling  houses  and 
4 business  premises.

Building  Licences 

Twenty-nine  building  licences  to  tiie  value  of  £12,862, 
for  repair,  maintenance  and  improvement  of  dwelling  houses 
were  issued  during  the  year,  together  with  twelve  amounting 
to  £7,732,  for  conversion  and  adaptation  of  buildings  for 
habitation,  providing  eight  additional  units  of  accommodation. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations 

Twenty-five  visits  were  made  to  milk  distributors  reg- 
istered under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 

Sixteen  samples  of  designated  milk  have  been  taken 
during  the  year,  six  of  which  did  not  satisfy  the  official 
test.  Successful  follow  up  action  was  taken  in  these  cases. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933 

During  the  year,  ten  licences  under  the  above-mentioned 
Act  were  issued  for  the  slaughter  of  animals. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938 

Following  the  making  of  Byelaws  under  Section  15  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  regulating  the  Handling, 
Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food,  a survey  of  food  premises 
in  the  district  was  instituted  with  a view  to  improving 
existing  standards. 

Of  the  fifty-five  premises  surveyed  to  date,  thirty  were 
found  where  improvements  were  necessary,  and  of  these, 
twenty-three  have  already  been  rendered  satisfactory. 

In  almost  every  case  the  co-operation  of  the  occupiers 
was  obtained  without  difficulty  and  the  necessary  improve- 
ments were  all  secured  by  informal  action. 

There  are  twenty-four  premises  in  the  district  registered 
for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream.  No  manufacturers 
are  registered.

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  first 
stage  of  main-laying  in  the  Comprehensive  Water  Scheme 
for  the  whole  area  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  first  stage  of  the 
scheme  will  be  in  operation  by  the  middle  of  1953.  This 
will  provide  for  the  parishes  of  Shipton,  Sevenhampton, 
Salperton,  Notgrove  and  Cold  Aston,  water  being  pumped 
from  Syreford  Springs. 

Quite  a number  of  private  supplies  feeding  farms  have 
improved  under  the  County  Agricultural  Scheme.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supplies 

Tethury:  The  supply  in  this  parish  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year.  Some  36^  million  gallons  of  water  were 
pumped  from  the  two  boreholes.  26  million  gallons  were 
supplied  to  the  parish  of  Tetbury,  giving  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  70,000  gallons,  equal  to  26  gallons  per  head 
of  the  population.  The  remaining  10^  million  gallons  were 
pumped  to  Babdown  reservoir  in  the  parish  of  Beverstone 
which  supplies  the  Polish  Hostel,  Beverston  village  and  parts 
of  Tetbury  Upton.  The  average  daily  consumption  at  the 
Hostel  was  19,000  gallons,  whilst  the  parishes  of  Beverston 
and  Tetbury  Upton  took  an  average  daily  consumption  of 
8,000  gallons. 

During  the  year,  23  samples  were  taken  from  the 
Tetbury  supply,  21  of  which  were  satisfactory  and  2 un- 
satisfactory. 
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B eversion:  Approval  was  given  by  the  appropriate 
Ministry  for  a 3"  asbestos  main  to  be  laid  from  the  Babdown 
reservoir  to  the  Calcot  Cross  Roads  in  the  parish  of  Kings- 
cote.  The  scheme  comprised  2,070  yards  of  main,  the  erection 
of  a booster  house  and  the  installation  of  the  necessary 
booster  plant.  The  laying  of  the  3"  main  was  carried  out 
by  direct  labour  and  the  scheme  was  brought  into  operation 
in  August.  Two  farms  and  nine  cottages  are  now  supplied 
with  water  from  this  main. 

Avening:  New  connections  to"  the  Stroud  Water  Board’s 
mains  amounted  to  27  during  the  year.  6 samples  were 
taken  from  old  public  supplies  during  the  year  and  all  were 
unsatisfactory  and  a further  6 samples  were  taken  from 
private  supplies,  2 of  which  were  satisfactory  and  4 un- 
satisfactory. 

Kingscote:  With  the  exception  of  Calcot,  which  is  now 
supplied  by  the  new  3"  main  from  the  Babdown  reservoir, 
the  water  supply  position  for  the  parish  remains  the  same, 
^he  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  are  preparing  a report 
the  existing  supplies  at  Kingscote  for  the  consideration 
the  Council. 

Leighterton:  The  Ministry  has  approved  a scheme  for 
^he  supply  of  water  to  this  parish  from  the  West  Gloucester- 
«?hire  Water  Company’s  mains  at  Didmarton  and  the  scheme 
'ihould  be  started  next  year. 

Remaining  Parishes:  The  supply  in  these  parishes 
remains  unchanged. 

During  the  year,  884  inspections  were  made  and  41 
samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis. 

Sewage  and  Drainage 

No  new  works  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year.

In  all  cases  of  unsatisfactory  wells 
and  springs,  successful  steps  were  taken  to  obtain  the 
provision  of  a main  supply. 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining  a good 
bacteriological  standard  in  respect  of  the  water  in  the 
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Children’s  Swimming  Pool.  Measures  have  already  been 
taken,  which  it  is  hoped  will  remedy  the  condition. 

Sewerage 

The  new  sewerage  disposal  works  at  Stanley  Downton 
are  continuing  to  function  satisfactorily  and  sewage  is 
receiving  full  treatment  before  discharge  into  the  River 
Frome.  Average  daily  flow  : to  2 million  gallons. 

The  main  trunk  sewer  is  now  complete  as  far  as  Bow- 
bridge  and  is  expected  to  reach  the  Urban  Boundary  very 
shortly,  when  it  will  connect  with  lengths  already  laid  by 
the  adjoining  Rural  Council.  The  old  sewerage  works  at 
Canalside  have  now  been  entirely  dispensed  with  and  tanks 
are  gradually  being  filled  with  refuse. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  with 
regard  to  the  treatment  of  trade  effluents  into  the  new 
sewerage  system,  and  it  is  eventually  to  be  hoped  that  the 
majority  of  factories  will  use  this  method,  rather  than  dis- 
charging their  wastes  into  the  adjoining  streams.  Charges 
are  made  for  discharging  of  treated  effluents  into  the  sewers. 

The  area  of  the  district  remaining  unsewered  includes 
part  of  Bowbridge,  Bisley  Road,  Cainscross  Road,  Callowell 
and  Westrip.

Dairies  and  Nilk  Retailers

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supplies 

Main  water  supply  is  by  the  Stroud  Water  Board  and 
the  quality  of  the  water  has  remained  generally  good. 
Frequent  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  Covered  Sump 
at  Chalford,  Gig  Mill,  Nailsworth,  and  the  Minchinhampton 
Reservoir.  The  latter,  as  an  open  reservoir,  remains  a 
possible  source  of  pollution. 

Shallow  wells  and  springs  are  still  used  by  some  house- 
holders. This  usage  is  gradually  diminishing,  as  every  effort 
is  made  to  have  properties  coupled  to  the  main  supply. 

Cesspool  Service 

This  free  twice  yearly  service  has  been  maintained.  It 
is  hoped  that  with  the  laying  of  sewers  in  the  lower  part 
of'  the  district  the  requests  from  householders  will  be 
considerably  reduced.

Sewerage 

The  following  parishes  now  enjoy  main  sewerage  : — 
Stonehouse,  Leonard  Stanley,  King’s  Stanley  and 
Selsley,  Whiteshill  and  Ruscombe,  Randwick,  Pains- 
wick,  Woodchester,  Thrupp  and  Brimscombe,  Min- 
chinhampton. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in 
connections  to  the  new  sewers.  In  many  properties  water 
closets  and  bathrooms  were  installed,  thus  considerably 
improving  the  properties. 

Housing 

Inspections  of  Existing  Houses 

931  houses  have  been  visited  mainly  following  a com- 
plaint from  the  occupier.  Structural  and  other  repairs  have 
been  effected  by  informal  methods  but  many  houses  are  now 
in  such  a serious  state  that  complete  reconstruction  or 
demolition  is  required. 

Building  of  New  Council  and  Private  Enterprise  Houses 

114  Council  houses  and  23  private  houses  were  com- 
pleted during  1952,  making  a post-war  total  of  428  and  133 
respectively.  74  Council  and  50  private  houses  were  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Building  Licensing  (Repairs) 

98  applications  for  licences  were  received,  89  to  the 
value  of  £33,962  being  granted,  and  9 to  the  value  of  £5,227 
being  refused. 

Caravans  and  Moveable  Dwellings 

Further  individual  caravan  licences  have  been  granted. 
Only  one  major  site  exists  in  Stonehouse,  where  10  caravans 
are  stationed. 

Refuse  Collection,  Disposal  and  Salvage 

The  normal  collections  have  been  maintained  during  the 

year. 

Following  demonstrations  of  rear-loading  dustless 
vehicles,  two  Dennis  Paxit  18  cubic  yard  rear-loaders  have 
been  placed  on  order.  This  represents  a considerable 
advance  from  the  hygienic  aspect. 

Refuse  is  still  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  mainly 
at  Minchinhampton  and  Bowbridge. 
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Consideration  is  still  being  given  to  a joint  scheme 
for  the  composting  of  refuse  and  sewage  sludge. 

Salvage  collections  increased  in  weight  during  1952, 
paper  from  148  to  152  tons,  and  scrap  iron  from  16  to  53 
tons.  Unfortunately,  a severe  drop  in  the  demand  for  waste 
paper  has  arisen  and  many  Councils  have  ceased  collections. 
Partly  due  to  the  Council’s  good  trading  relations  with 
Messrs.  Daniels,  of  Cam,  all  the  waste  paper  collected  has 
been  sold  at  a reduced  price.

Two  firms  have  now  installed  pasteurising  equipment. 
The  plant  is  supervised  by  the  County  Health  Department 
and  weekly  samples  are  taken.  Five  licences  to  bottle  and 
sell  tuberculin  tested  milk  have  been  issued  and  one  to  bottle 
and  sell  pasteurised  milk.  Seven  supplementary  licences 
enabling  dairymen  with  premises  outside  the  Rural  District 
to  sell  tuberculin  tested  milk  within  the  Rural  District  have 
been  issued,  together  with  six  simfilar  supplementary  licences 
for  pasteurised  milk.  The  remainder  of  the  milk  sold  is 
undesignated.  The  Ministry  of  Food  has  taken  preliminary 
steps  to  make  the  area  a designated  one,  and  it  is  thought 
that  an  Order  will  come  into  force  within  the  next  year 
allowing  only  tuberculin  tested  or  pasteurised  milk  to  be 
retailed. 

Food  and  Drugs  Acts 

Following  the  issue  of  the  Clean  Food  Byelaws, 
frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  Food  Shops  both  to  ensure 
that  food  was  being  handled  in  compliance  with  the  Byelaws 
and  also  to  improve  structural  conditions  where  possible  and 
necessary. 

The  number  of  registrations  for  the  retail  sale  of  ice 
cream  still  increases.  Practically  all  is  sold  pre-packed,  and 
it  is  felt  that  this  is  the  only  suitable  form  in  the  small  village 
grocery  shop  where  many  commodities  are  sold.
